Zoller 
has: hatua maloto ma hatua, eleven; hatua maloto ma toel> 
twelve, but Schnee malot atoa, malot a huole. The tens are 
counted by the numeral following: huole malot, twenty (Schnee), 
but Woodford has pisa malto, and hatsi malto, twenty, thirty. 
Zoller has: tanaok, hatoeloelo and maloto for ' twenty.' Schnee 
gives the IN ratus in words for 'hundred,' toe lotus, and 
i thousand/ malot tolatus. Zoller has imess, tolaheli maloto for 
'a hundred/ 
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
